The consuls have communi- 
cated with their governments and it Is 
believed here that representations will 
be made hy them to Spain to Induce her 
to permit the city to surrender thereby 
preventing further loss of life and prop- 
erty. "What the result of these negotia- 
tions may be cannot be foretold . The 
opinion is that the Spaniards will fight 
to the last, and capitulate only wher 
they are forced to do so. For that rea 
son. the delay of offensive 
action 


against the city is not regarded in army 
circles with favor.

feeding the starving Cubans is proceed- 
ing systematically despite the attention 
which the authorities are obliged tu 
give tn the war.

Today large con- 


signments of food are being loaded on 
the steamer Port Victor at New York 


viz: 
75,000 pounds of corn meal, 562,000 


poumls of flour; 750,000 pounds of ba- 
con; 00,000 pounds of coffee; 150,000 
pounds of sugar; 60,000 pounds of soap; 
60,000 pounds of salt; and 3,000 pounds 
of pepper. 
These will be made up in- 


to rations and distributed over a wide 
territory to the Cubans.

one of the several consignments, as tlie 
work of relief has been going on for the 
past two months, hundreds o£ thou- 
sands of government rations being dis- 
tributed.

Genera! Shafter's demand for the sur- 


render of Santiago, on pain of bombard- 
ment, was made at 8:30 Sunday morn- 
ing. 
An hour later Admiral Ci-rvera 


made his suicidal dash from the har- 
bor, resulting in a complete transfor- 
mation of the naval and military con- 
ditions. Instead of a menacing Span- 
ish fleet within the. harbor, the way haa 
been cleared, save for the shore batter- 


for the entrance of the American 


fleet up to the very wharves of the city. 
With this material change wrought, U 
was obvious to the authorities here 
that the blow first intended to be de- 
livered by Genera! Shafter alone would 
he doubly effective and decisive if the 
two forces could he brought together 
and strike simultaneously from the 
land and sea. 


A CONFERENCE. 


It is for this renson that the. confer- 


ence was held between the American 
general and the admiral. Up to the 
:lose of office hours today no word had 
come either to the war or navy depart- 
ments, so far as was disclosed, as to 
what determination had been reached 
at the conference. At the same time 
it -is the clear expectation of the au- 
thorities that the conference will result! 
In a determination by the admiral to 
take his fleet through the narrow neck 
of the harbor, making his way past the 
shore batteries and fortifications and 
take position before the city is bom- 
barded. There Is reason to believe that 
the instructions sent to Admiral Samp- 
son at least conveyed the desire if not 
the instructions, that lie enter the har- 
bor. 


But It said that the admiral and the 


general continue- to be the supreme 
officials in authority, and that being on 
the scene, fully alive to all the condit- 
ions, their judgment will be taken as 
final in the course to be adopted. 


There is said to be no obstacle, so far 


as navigation is concerned, to the en- 
trance of the harbor by the American 
fleet.

NO FEAR OF MINES 


As to the mines, little account is tak- 
n of them, since the Spanish fleet 
passed over them. The Spaniards arfl 
n the habit of using contact mines, an 
hat there Is little likelihood of there 
icing mines operated by electricity con- 
lected with the shore. The forts and 
jatteries have been badly weakened by 
he constant fire of the fleet for many 
veeka past and while still a factor, they 
are greatly disabled. 


Oncfi up to the city the fleet and army 
:ould combine in a terrific double fire. 
£o less than 292 heavy guns could be 
rained from the American warships 


>n the city, and at the same time the 
»ig siege guns of which so much is ex- 
acted have been brought to the front 
jf Shafter's line and would rain down a 
orrent of steel from that quarter. The 
aiege guns throw shells of 135 pounds. 
Aside from them, there are four mod 
ern howitzers, with guns of a smaller 
calibre. These are in the heavy artil- 
ery, while the light artillery embraces 


great number of guns of .2 calibre. 


Combined, this fire from land and sea 
vould bu terrific in its effect. 


FOREIGNERS IN SANTIAGO. 


The action of the foreign repreaenta- 
ives at Santiago has additional reason 
to i deferring the bombardment. It was 
made known late today that one of 
General Shafter's dispatches 
stated 


.hat these representatives had joined 
n a request to him to put off the shell- 
ng of the city for another brief per- 
ud, until their respective colonies could 
ie removed. This accounts for the de- 
parture of the foreign warships from 
Santiago harbor, as they are bearing 
away the foreign residents in the per- 
od before the bombardment 
begins. 


The activity of the consuls at Santiago 


led to no diplomatic complication 


which has reached the state depart- 
nent thus far and the authorities here 
believe that nothing will develop. 


ILLUSIONS DSPELLLJD. 


,. The'slate- department took occasion 
to dispel ^sorne of the Spanish illusions 
over the escape of Cervera's fleet. It 
seems that Madrid Is not alone in the 
belief that the fleet made a handsome 
sortie from Santiago and left the. Amer- 
ican ships far in the rear.

States Minister Lunis at Caracas say- 
ing the Spanish residents there were 
glorifying the naval victory.

AFFAIRS AT MANILA.

MANILA, June 30, via. Hong Kong, 


July 7.— No change in the aspect of af- 
fairs here.

The latest form of the talk of Ger-

SAMPSON'S DISPATCH. 


The story of the day is best told in 


the series of official dispatches, each

.Stirring as they all are, that of Samp- 
.son was accorded tlie honor of chief im- 
portance, not only for the immediate 
results secured, but also from the e.f- 
tects of this crushing defeat in \veak- 
•eiiing the defenses of tho city of Santi- 
as» and in d-.-al;na Spain snrii a stag- 
frering blow that she is left practically 
without a navy. 


Although brief, Admiral Sampson's 


-dispatch tells the" story of fearful de- 
struction. 
It not only disclosed the

THE WAY OPEN. 


If CerverJi-'s armored cruisers could

uniform system of grading and selling. 


Business conditions in the east have 


vastly Improved sim-e last season's 
crop was marketed. 
Industrial devel- 


opment is takins on new life. 
The un- 


employed masses are finding work at 
remunerative wages. 
To meet the ex- 


penses o£ the present war, the govern- 
ment is daily distributing millions of 
dollars, all of which finds Its way into 
industrial channels, thus tending to in- 
crease the purchasing: capacity of the 
consuming masses. 


These condition present an opportu- 


nity to be taken advantage of by the 
raisin growers but the only system 
which wiJl permit them to do ?o. at 
this late date, is that which has al- 
ready received ihe endorsement of a 
majority of the growers; the system 
now being managed by the committee 
duly elected by the growers themselves. 
TVe can see no half-way results for the 
raisin in.dustry the coming season. The 


fnitciime will be. one extreme or the 
other; very poor or very good. 


It is the duty today of every banker, 


merchant and grower In the raisin dis- 
trict to urge by all means, the produ- 
cers cf raisin grapes who have not al- 
ready done so, to join the combine. 
The men at the head of the movement 
are men of unquestioned Integrity and 
ability and the judgment they have 
displayed together with the amount of 
work accomplished should deserve suc- 
cess. 
The time has arrived for every 


one to get into the saddle and make 
one last charge to round-up the grow- 
ers who persist in the policy of hesi- 
tation and convince them that their 
co-operation is absolutely 
necessary 


for the successful culmination of the 
proposed combine. 


The chief danger is the policy of some 


growers who fondly hope that the com- 
bination will sustain thu market, while 
they on the outside will receive all the 
benefit- 
Such growers should realize 


that their short-sighted policy will de- 
feat its own end. 
Unless the requisite 


tonnage be obtained as a preliminary, 
no steps will be taken and the hesita- 
ting growers who arc today jcopardiz- 
ng the success of the proposed com- 
bine may realize when too late that 
their refusal to co-operate with those 
already In the combine, means a loss 
b'f money to themselves as well as their 
more, willing neighbors.

were named Ohamorros by the Span- 
iard?. 
In addition to the desrendan s 


of these there :\iv Tajjals from

Philippines and a mixed race formed by 
the union of Spaniards and Chamorros. 
It is stated that Spain has not found the 
islands to be a source of revenue, but 
this is insuflicL-ut proof of their lack 
of value, for the Spaniards are not 
wise administrators. 
However, it is 


certain that tlie United States has not 
acquired a bonanza in the T,adrones. 
Their chief value to us Is as a coaling 
station, there being an excellent har- 
bor on the island of Guahan, which can 
be strongly fortified. 


"We do not understand how the special 


commissioners can so easily come to the 
conclusion that the mliies at the en- 
trance of Santiago harbor are contact 
mines and that it must be entirely safe 
for Sampson's fieet to pass through the 
channel since Oervera's ships made the 
passage without accident.

From being th" 
usual condition, war has become the 
exceptional one, and may soon become 
unknown. 
Unless all signs fail, this

Spain is already looking: for peace on 
terms that would have been spurned a 
few weeks ago. As soon as she is ready 
to ask peace of us, on our terms, it 
will he granted, and both nations will 
enter on a new era of difficult problems 
but enlarged opportunities.

mals, as the trails are not passable foi 


rons. 
H is a diflicult matter t< 


transport the fisli, but with the exer- 
cise of care it can be done safely 


He does not receive the young trout 


from thy state hatcheries until they arc 
pretty well grown and able to stand the 
lard journey. 
Home of them will bi 


placed in all the principal mountaii 
streams and the falls will kill but an 
inconsiderable number of them, for i 
is the tendency of the trout to go tow 
ord the head of a stream. 


Mr. Ferguson remarked that he was 


in Visalia the other day and severa 
citizens told him that Tulare county is 
becoming one of the finest fishing re- 
sorts in the county. 
It was estimated

TO PRESERVE MEAT. 


New Method Discovered by a Dan- 


ish Zoologist. 


Oliver J. D. Hughes, consul at Honne- 


berg, Germany, in a report dated April 


•11, says: 


"A new method of preserving fresh- 


ly killed meats has been discovered by 
the Danish zoologist, August Fjelstrup, 
already known through his method of 
condensing milk without the use o£ su- 
gar. 
The system (according to print- 


ed reports) has stood a remarkably 
hard three month test at the Ortense 
(Danish) company slaughter house in 
a very satisfactory manner. 


"The. method in itself is extremely 


simple, and might be o£ great service 
for the troops in the tropics (tlie writer 
having had considerable experience in 
trying to keep meat fresh in Cuba.) 


"The animal to be used is first shot 


or stunned by a shot from a revolver 
(loaded with small slugs) in the fore- 
head in such a way as not to Injure 
the brain proper. 
As the animal drops 


senseless an assistant cuts down over 


heart, opens a ventricle and allows 


all the blood to tlow out. the theory of 
this being that the decomposition of the 
blood is almost entirely responsible for 
the quick putrefaction nf fresh meats. 
Immediately 
thtreafter a briny solu- 


tion -made of coiirsi* or tine salt, more 
or less strong, according to length of 
time meat Is to be kept—is injected by 
means of a powerful syringe through 
the other ventriek- into the veins of the 
body. 


"The whole process takes only a few 


minutes and the beef is ready for use 
and can he cut up at unct>. This meth- 
od has been examined and very fa- 
vorably reported 
nn by the 
general

have his eye on that very thing. Hence 
the tax is not based entirely on the 
consideration, but also on the acual 
i-alue of the property deeded. The con- 
sideration might be "love and affec- 
tion," as staled, which Uncle Sam 
Couldn't have the heart to paste- a 
stamp on. or it might be 510, when the 
property In question is very valuable. 
When a nominal value is stated in the 
deed it will become ihe duty of the per- 
son recording it to place the requisite 
number of stamps onlt.basevlgn theact- 
lal value of ihe property, Independent 
entirely of the nominal consideration. 
Where the consideration is thf actual 
one, however, that will be taken as the 
basis for computing the tax. 


Marriage licenses when recorded must 


also bo stamped, as well as power 'of 
attorney and similar documents. 


A question which is bothering Re- 


corder Machen and Deputy John Le- 
Rlanc is whether documents made out 
before the 1st Instant (when the reve- 
nue tax went into effect) and brought 
for Tiling after that date, require a 
stamp. 
It is believed that they do not, 


but the law is not cleat- on the matter.
